State of Iuwa, That there be and is hereby appropriated 
out of any money in the State treasury, not otherwise ap­
propriated, the sum of forty thousand dollars, for the pur­
pose of the further completion of the State Insane Asylum, 
at Mount Pleasant, Iowa, the same to be paid on the order 
of commissioners for the erection of said Asylum, which 
orden shall be audited and paid, as other cl 'lims: Prrnnd«i, 
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said mopey shall only be so drawn as needed for said 
work. 

SEC. 24. Thil act to take effect and be in force from 
and after its publication in the Iowa City Uepublican and 
Iowa Oapital Reporter.

AN ACT to encourage the orpuizatioD of Fire Companies. 

Members eJ[. SECTION 1. .Be it enacted by the General A88em1Jly of the 
empted. State of IfYWa, That any penon who is now, or shall here­

after become an active member of any fire engine, hook and 
ladder, hOle, or other company for the extin~ui8hJDeDt of 
fire or the protection of property at fires, now existing and 
under the control of the corporate authorities of any city or 
incorporated town within this State; or of any such com· 
pany which shall hereafter be organized under and subject 
to the authorities of any city or town as aforesaid, shall, 
during the time he shall continue an active member of liuch 

• company, be exempted from the peformance of military 
duty, and from serving as a juror; and any penon who 
shall have been an active member of such company in any 
city or town as aforesaid, and shall have faithfully dis­
charged his duty as such, for the term of ten years, shall 
be forever thereafter exempted from the performance of 
military duty in the time of peace, from serving as a juror, 
and from the performance of labor on the highway •.

section, Bhall be entitled to receive from the foreman of the
